An article Jn the Ohio Public Health Journal for January gives 


soii'e startling tla:istics in regard to mortality from measles in 
Siioto county, tho report saying in part: 


'• During 191C measles caused more deaths in Ohio and the 


1'niU'd StatesJlian infantile/paralysis, smallpox or scarlet fever. 
K\en in New Yo.rk.0ity, measles is said to have been more fatal than 
infantile paralysis. Infantile paralysis is dreaded-because of its 
complications Measles, which has frequent and fatal complications, 
is, treated with the contempt usual to familiarity. 
Extraordinary 


precautions were taken to prevent the spread of infantile paralysis, 
bur measles was allowed to spread.

"Portsmouth heads the list of cities, having the highest aver- 


a'»e measles death rate, 56.3, based on a total of 68 deaths for the 
hvp years, 1009-1913. In 3910 the rate in Portsmouth was 191.9, 
which is excessive:. * * * 


••'Scioto county has the highest rate, i2.5. Mahoning is next 


uitli a rate of 2-tO, closely followed 'by Jefferson .county with a rate 
ot 23.o. Belmbnt and Jackson counties have rates of 19.5 and 19.B 
respectively, and the next highest rate is 15.9 in Pike county. * * 


'-In o'hip over 85 percent of all deaths from measles occur 


under ten years of age, and -75 percent of all deaths occur under 
fhc years. Ir the registration areajhe figures are even more con- 
vincing, tor nearly 83 percent of all deaths occur under five, and 
cner 90 pel cent under, ten. Probably not more than 40 percent of 
all cases occur under five years of age, so that while we have over 
three-fourths of all deaths under five, only about one-third o£ all 
cases occur during this age period.
